In Rome, informed sources said 
contacts had already started with 
East Germany, and Italy expects 
to establish diplomatic relations 
with East Berlin within a few 
weeks. 

Norway. Holland. Belgium and 
Denmark Loday asked East Ger- 
many to open talks with the aim 
of establishing normal diplomatic 
relations. 

In Loudon, an official spokes- 
man said Britain had sent Ea^t 
Germany a telegram saying It is 
ready to open talk* on diplomatic 
relations. Britain hopes the talks 
will lead to the posting of a Brit- 
ish ambassador in East Berlin 
next summer. 

A number of neutral Western 
nations, like Austria. Sweden, 
Finland and Switzerland, hod 
cither agreed in principle or ac- 
tually completed the establish- 
ment of relations with East Ger- 
many before the conclusion of 
the treaty with West Germany. 

Outside Europe. Australia, un- 
der the new Labor govemm-nc 
of Gough Whitlam, established 
diplomatic relations with East 
Germany as from today, 

ADN reported tonight that the 
Canadian Embassy in Warsaw 
had informed the East German 
government of Canada’s readi- 
ness to open talks on ways and 
means of establishing diploma: ic 
relations. 

Yemen, Tanzania and Indone- 
sia established relations yester- 
day. 

Britain. France and the United 
States— the three Western allies 
which with the Soviet Union 
still have rights and responsibili- 
ties for the whole of Germany 
derived from the last war— are in 
a particularly sensitive position. 

They still regard Berlin as ace 
my under four-power control and 
therefore do not recognize East 
Berlin as the capital of East Ger- 
many. But four-power rights will 
not ‘be affected when Western 
ambassadors arc posted to East 
Berlin.

Gen. Giap ’a remarks were con- 
sidered significant since both 
Washington and Saigon have 
been demanding that North Viet- ' 
nam agree In prindpi to rec- 
ognize South Vietnam as a 
separate state. This has been the 
major stumbling block in the 
negotiations.

IRA Provisionals Announce _ 


Three-Day Christmas Truce 


BELFAST. Dec. 22 <AF>.— The 
Provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Amy said today it 
would observe a three-day 
Christmas suspension ol offen- 
sive operations from midnight 
tonfgiit. 

Spokesmen for the Provisional* 
in Belfast said the guerrillas 
would halt attack.* on civilian 
and military targets until after 
midnight on Chilstmas Day. 

Shortly after the truce an- 
nouncement. a 50-pound bomb 
wrecked a workshop of the munic- 
ipal bus company in the docks 
area of central Belfast. A 15- 
minuto warning was given, and 
there were no casualties. 

The comparative calm in ad- 
vance of the expected truce was 
again shattered late today when 
a 20- pound bomb exploded out- 
side a saloon two miles from 
Omagh in County Tyrone. But 
again advance warning was given 
ot tiic suitcase bomb and the 
district was evacuated in time. 
There were no casualties but 
heavy damage was done to the pub. 

IRA spokssmvn stressed that 
lhe guerrillas would fire back if 
they thought the British Army 
was taking advantage of the lull 
to conduct search ana arrest 
operations. 

Tiie Provisional partial truce, 
similar to one they proclaimed 
last Christmas, came of tier one 
of the bloodiest 43-liour periods 
in the province's guerrilla war- 
lare. 


bloodshed— which has claimed at 
least 673 lives in more than 
three years— was a 25-year-o!d 
Roman Catholic killed by snipers 
at Bangor, 15 miles north of Bel- 
fast. 

He was gunned down as he 
waited for a friend to drive him 
to work last night. 

The killing was a climax te a 
wave ol shootings including the 
murder of five men in a Lon- 
donderry tavern by machine- 
gunners Wednesday night. 

The Bangor victim, factory 
worker James MuiUn, was shot 
from a car. Police said, guer- 
rillas must have studied his 
movements before setting up the 
murder.

Mr. Wyman and an Irish

pionage service. 

The Irish Special Branch -ros 
reported to be investigating con- 
nections between the activities 
of British agents and bomb 
blasts which kilied two men ar.d 
wounded 150 persons Dublin 
recently.

The information Is expected to 
be about alleged corruption in the 
Hudson County Democratic ma- 
chine. many of whose leaders arc 
now behind bars on federal and 
state charges. 

Rep Gallagher, who lout a pri- 
mary bid for re-election in June, 
entered his pica yesterday be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge 
George H. Barlow. 

The dapper seven - term con- 
gressman told the judge. “My tax 
returns prepared for the year 1966 
did not reflect all of the income I 
received." 

U.5. Attorney Herbert J. Stem 
told Judge Barlow that in recom- 
mending a sentence the govern- 
ment would take into considera- 
tion the information it receives 
from Rep. Gallagher, but Air. 
Stern refused later to elaborate 
for newsmen on just what the 
government expects to hear. 

Baggage Handlers 
End Strike at Orly 

PARIS. Dec. 22 i Reuters i.— 
Some 60 baggage handlers at Orly 
Airport tonight voted to resume 
work tomorrow morning after 
a lightning strike which forced 
Air France to cancel several in- 
ternational flights. 

The strikers, who stopped work 
without warning last night, gain- 
ed part of their claims on wage 
and working conditions during 
talks with the management late 
this afternoon, union officials 
said.

British Midland Director Mi- 
chael Bishop said the first in- 
i urination came from the Civil 
Aviation Authority, which ad- 
vised the airline that only two 
names of actual passengers 
coincided with those on the book- 
ing list made when the charter 
was arranged by the Friends 
World College of New York 
through a London travel agency. 

“We could not have anything 
to do with tills flight.” Mr. 
Bishop told newsmen. "It would 
have been impossible to take the 
passengers to the UK because 
the American government would 
have stamped ail over us.” 

Mr. Bishop said that the pas- 
sengers who were stranded appar- 
ently bought their tickets in 
London, paying £45 to £55 each. 

A BO AC spokesman said its 
situation was similar to that of 
British Midland. He said the 
line had discovered that the 
tickets for the flight were being 
sold at an office in we.-t London 
but he declined to give further 
details. 

An official or the London 
Travel Agency World Mark, 
whose subsidiary- Air Mark, book- 
ed the two flights on behalf of 
Friends World College, said. “Wt 
wore horrified when wo learned of 
the contravention of the rules . . . 
We accepted the booking in good 
faith and forwarded what we 
naturally thought a valid list to 
the airlines and the authority. 
We did oil the documentation 
for the group and everything was 
perfectly in order when we made 
the bookings.'' 

Mr. Bishop indicated that 
some of the would-be passengers 
had similar trouble before. 
Thirty, he said, were “turned off 
a flight from Os tend by Belgian 
officials only 24 hours earlier. It 
is one of the worst cases we 
have heard of. We wanted to 
help the Americans who have 
been caught out but we could 
do nothing about it.” 

He raid the passengers were 
dispersed in London and he had 
no idea how to contact them. 


Cafe in Catalonia Carries Off 
Spain’s $19-Million Lottery

ried off the top prize in the 
Spanish state Christmas lottery. 

It was the 30th time in the 209- 
year history of the lottery that 
El Gordo (“the fat one’J has 
gone to Barcelona Province. 
Vich is 40 miles from the 
Catalan capital. 

Although 64-year-old Mr. Ripoli 
put up the 150,000 pesetas 152.350' 
to buy the winning number, 
many friends and customers who 
bought shares In the ticket will 
also reap the proceeds. 

•We Got It* 

The total sum netted by the 
number was nearly 1.2 billion 
pesetas ($19 million »— the biggest 
ever. 

Mr. Ripoli remained calm amid 
all the jubilation going on around 
him, with locals shouting in 
Catalan “Ens ban tocat" i"We 
got It”). 

He said they had not used any 
special system in deciding which 
number to buy. "A very lucky 
customer in the bar went with my 
father to buy the ticket." he said. 

Mr. Ripoli. who runs his cafe 
with his 64-vear-old wife Manuela 
ana their only son. Pedro. 31. has 
been lucky in the last four years. 

“During that time we have won 
25 pesetas for every peseta wc 
played,” he said, “and two years 
ago we missed the first prize by 
a mere 15 figures. 

“My father was also in charge 
of buying that ticket and thi? 
year he showed he knew what he 
was doing. 

■T donlt know what well do 
with the money— shut the bar 
perhaps and take up something 
else— but I don't think so. ‘Well 
probably keep doing the same old 
thing — except that well have a 
little more money in the bank. 

■'My Wife and I win probably 
S o off and do something crazy- 


like take a Journey somewhere," 
be said. 

“My father and I were the big 
shareholders but we also sold a 
lot of 35-peseta <35 cental shares 
to friends and customers. We 
haven’t started doing the cal- 
culations yet,” he said. 

The second prize of 400 million 
pesetas ($6.3 million i was shared 
between the small town of Navia 
in the northern province of 
Oriedo and Madrid.

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Terror From the Skies 


Allied whether civilian centers would not 
inevitably be hit during; the resumed massive 
Air assault on North Vietnam, a Pentagon 
spokesman replied: "No. We don't strike civil- 
ian targets.” He then amended his comment 
to say: ,r We do not target civilian targets." 

The difference is crucial. 

The big B-52 bombers that are being used 
tor the Hr st time over the heavily populated 
Hanoi- Haiphong area are not precision weap- 
ons. Normally they operate in flights of three 
that lay down a pattern of bombs— 20 tons 
to a plane — which scatter over an area more 
than half a mile wide and more than a mile 
and a half long. 

Even if the “targets’’ were strictly military, 
a great deal more than military would in- 
evitably be caught up in such sweeping dev- 
astation, especially in a blitz that In the first 
two days alone is estimated to have dropped 
20,000 tons of explosives — the equivalent of 
the Hiroshima bomb. Imagine what would 
happen to New York or any other American 
city if a comparable enemy force were un- 
leashed to attack such targets on the Penta- 
gon's authorized list as r allyards, shipyards, 
command and control facilities, warehouse 
and trans-shipment areas, communications 
facilities, vehicle-repair facilities, pow er 
plants, railway bridges, railroad rolling stock, 
truck parks, air bases, air-defense radars and 
gun and missile sights. 

It requires no horror stories from Hanoi 
Radio to deduce that the destruction and 


human suffering must be very extensive 
Indeed. And to what end? 

Officials In Washington and Saigon have 
suggested that the raids are intended to dis- 
rupt a Communist offensive. But military 
men in Saigon say they have seen no indica- 
tion that the North Vietnamese are prepar- 
ing for such a strike. 

Administration spokesmen have also 
reported that this brutal assault is intended 
to convey to North Vietnamese leaders Presi- 
dent Nixon's displeasure over Hanoi’s in- 
transigence at the Paris peace talks. Only 
last week, however, a responsible American 
official in Paris indicated that the impasse 
centered on President Thieu’s insistence, 
backed by President Nixon, that any agree- 
ment specifically recognize Saigon’s authority 
over all of South Vietnam. This amounts to 
a demand that the Communists acknowl- 
edge a defeat they have not suffered on the 
battlefield. 

No matter who Is to blame for the break- 
down in talks, this massive, indiscriminate 
use of the United States’ overwhelming aerial 
might to try to impose an American solution 
to Vietnam's political problems is terrorism 
on an unprecedented scale, a retreat from 
diplomacy which this nation would be the 
first and loudest to condemn If it were prac- 
ticed by any other major power. In the name 
of conscience and country. Americans must 
now speak out for sanity in Washington and 
peace In Indochina.

The U.S.S.R.’s 50 th 


It was a wide-ranging speech that Leonid 
L Brezhnev delivered Thursday to mark the 
fiftieth birthday of the formation of the 
Soviet Union as the world now knows it. 
Kremlin ologlsts will note that Mr. Brezhnev 
chose to hold the celebration nine days early, 
on Stalin’s birthday. 

For Americans, the most Important point 
Mr. Brezhnev made was his assertion that 
the future of Soviet-Amerlcan relations 
depends “on the Issue of ending the war In 
Vietnam/' Mr. Brezhnev and his colleagues 
have been embarrassed by the breakdown of 
the Kissinger-Tho negotiations and the re- 
sumption of American bombing of Hanoi and 
Haiphong. But a new cooling off of Moscow- 
Washington relations would end Soviet hope 
of receiving large-scale American invest- 
ments and technical aid. That Interest makes 
it entirely likely that Mr. Brezhnev was quite 
sincere In expressing a desire to give “active 
assistance" to promote a “just peace settle- 
ment” in Vietnam. 

Mr. Brezhnev was even tougher in his re- 
marks about the Chinese People's Republic 
than he was toward the United States. He 
effectively quashed any suspicion that 
Peking-Moscow relations have improved sig- 
nificantly, and his words suggest that the 
border of these two powers Is one of the 
most tense boundaries in the world. 

The theme of this year’s celebration of the 
fiftieth birthday of the UB-S-R. has been the 
notion that in the Soviet Union nationality 
and 'minority problems have been settled — 
in the words Mr. Brezhnev used— “completely, 
finally and for good.” But in contradiction 
to this flat statement, the secretary general 
had to admit that “nationalistic prejudices, 
exaggerated or distorted national feelings, are 
extremely tenacious and deeply embedded in 


the psychology of politically imm ature peo- 
ple." 

Translated from Kremlin jargon, Mr. 
Brezhnev was recognizing that the Soviet 
Union Is still far from settling nationality 
and minority problems. The world sees only 
the tip of the iceberg in Soviet nationality 
matters; but in this last year alone, word has 
come of numerous arrests of Ukrainian intel- 
lectuals. of major disturbances in the Baltic 
states, of the emigration of thousands of 
Soviet Jews and of repressive measures taken 
against Central Asian intellectuals guilty of 
what Moscow calls “bourgeois nationalism." 

For the moment the economy is probably 
Mr. Brezhnev's most serious worry. He re- 
vealed Thursday that the 1972 grain harvest 
was only 168 million tons, almost 30 million 
tons less than the planned target. He com- 
plained also of “social sores. . such as an 
unconsclentious attitude to work, slackness, 
indiscipline, grubbing and various violations 
of the norms of the socialist way of life.” 
Beyond these complaints is the elementary 
fact that 55 years after tbe Bolshevik revolu- 
tion and rifty years after the formation of 
the U.S.S.R., the Soviet people are sure of 
bread this winter only because their gov- 
ernment in the last few months bought S2 
billion worth of grain abroad, most of it 
from the United States. 

Against this background it Is not unreason- 
able to suppose that the Soviet leadership 
has at least as much to lose from new ten- 
sion between Moscow and Washington as the 
United States has. Mr. Brezhnev has every 
reason to want a swift end to the Vietnam 
war; and since he is Hanoi's chief supplier 
he may wen be in a strong position to help 
Mr. Kissinger and Le Due Tho reach a firm 
and final agreement.

Mr. Nixon is acting on the assumption that 
it was the earlier bombing of the North and 
mining of Haiphong coupled with the defeat 
of the Communists’ spring and summer Inva- 
sion, that brought them back to serious nego- 
tiations and that it will do so again. He may 
well be right. He is exercising power in a just 
cause. That power will be seen and judged 
nowhere more shrewdly or with a keener 
appreciation of its implications than in 
Moscow and Peking. It is to be hoped that 
in Washington Congress will see that the 
cause is just. Though Mr. Nixon warns Presi- 
dent Thieu not to be obdurate, the responsi- 
bility for continuing the war rests squarely 
on Hanoi.

One of the terrible aspects of 
the massive new American bomb- 
ing campaign against North 
Vietnam has been the Inertness 
of tbe response in many quarters. 
Worst of all has been the failure 
of a single person in the United 
States government to break with 
a policy that many most know 
history will judge a crime against 
humanity. 

One Purpose 

To send E-52s against populous 
areas such as Haiphong or Hanoi 
can have only one purpose:

: Jerusalem Digs 

I have the honor, to. refer to 
the letter of the honorable Cul- 
tural Counselor of the Embassy 
of Jordan published by tbe Herald 
-Tribune of Dec. 5. 1972. 

Tbe archaeological excavations 
in Jerusalem are uncovering re- 
mains in successive hor i z o ns of. 
all the great periods of the city 
from the times of th& Kings (the 
Iron Age; through tbe Roman, 
Byzantine, Ommayad and Tur- 
kish periods. Among the most 
intriguing discoveries, are evi- 
dence from the days of the First 
Temple f7th century BCEJ as well 
as building activity during the 
Roman and Byzantine eras and 
surprisingly large public buildings 
of the Ommayad period. 

But as work has progressed St 
has become increasingly clear 
that the character of the whole 
area around tbe Temple Mount 
was moulded by the Herodian 
period, and confi rm at ion has been 
obtained far tbe vivid descrip- 
tion of that historic site in the 
works of Joaephus Flavius, the 
historian of the Jewlsb-Roman 
wars which ended with the de- 
struction of tbe Second Temple 
in 70 CE. 

Systematic archaeological re- 
search in Jerusalem began .with 
the pioneering work of an Eng- 
lishman. Charles Warren, in the 
late 2860s. Warren was followed 
by four generations of scholars 
from many lands— English-, > 
French. Italian. American— who 
continued the tradition of scien- 
tific research which he establish- 
ed. The Israel excavations, which 
benefit from tbe accumulated ex- 
perience .of their precursors and 
the development of the tech- 
niques of archaeological inquiry, 
are in that tradition. Their pur- 
pose is to unveil and preserve the 
past, a past common to all -peo- 
ples wbo cherish the Holy Land, 
not to let it be test by neglect, 
and destruction. 

The underground chambers 
which appear to cause special : 
concern to tbe Jorda nian Cul- 
tural Counsellor <IHT, Dec. 5th) 
were discovered by another Brit- 
ish archaeologist, Mr. Charles 
Wilson, over a hundred years ago. 

In a report to the Director- - 
General of Unesco, Professor Ray- 
mond Lemairo of the University 
of Louvain and Secretary-General 
of - the International Council of 
Monuments and Sites, thus de- 
scribes tbe activities around 
these underground chambers:

Jay Allen Dies 
At 72; Told 
Of Guernica 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22 <NYT>.— 
Jay Allen, 72, a foreign correspon- 
dent whose dispatches helped 
confirm the German terror-bomb- 
ing of Guernica in the Spanish 
Civil War. died Wednesday in 
Carmel. Calif., after a stroke. He 
liad lived there since 1847. 

As a correspondent for the 
New York Post qtih Esquire 
Features, Mr. Allen was in Bilbao, 
Spain, in May, 1937. when a Ger- 
man airman was shot down and 
captured by Basque 
Tlie town of Guernica, of no 
military importance, had been 
bombed April 28, with heavy 
civilian casualties. 

The attack bad been attributed 


involving tumors of the parathy- 
roid removed during surgery.

mone. These glands were col- 
lected worldwide by Dr. Claude 
Amaud and colleagues at the 
Mayo Cttuic." 

The parathyroid glands — four 
In number — are very tiny organs, 
each about one -quarter inch 
long, which either lie very close 
to or are imbedded in the thy- 
roid gland in the neck. And the 
ho rmone makes up only 50 parts 
per minion of each parathyroid 
gland. 

Outlining the potential signif- 
icance of the achievement, the 
institute's announcement said: - 

“The results of these collabora- 
tive efforts have revealed signifi- 
cant differences between the 
chemical structure of human par- 
athyroid hormone and that 
derive' 1 from sources. 

"They also make possible, for 
the first time, synthesis of suffi- 
cient quantities of the hormone's 
active component for experimen- 
tal studies of its role in calcium 
metabolism and metabolic bone 
disease, for the development of 
diagnostic assay procedures, for 
its measurement in human blood 
and for clinical investigation of 
its potential use as a therapeutic 
agent in human disease."

Wow No. 1 Security Problem 

U.S. Campus Police Officials 
Concerned hy Soaring Thefts 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Campus police say thievery has 
supplanted student militancy as 
the top security problem at col- 
leges and universities across the 
country. 

“They steal everything, even if 
It is nailed down,” Roberta Doran, 
detective sergeant at the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles, 
said. “They take bulletin boards 
off the walls. They take office 
equipment that is chained or 
bolted down.” 

In a recent survey by the Burns 
Security Institute, 58 campus po- 
lice chiefs said that they were 
more concerned with combating 
thievery than demonstrations and 
bomb threats. 

‘Theft is the major problem 
nationwide and it is rising." 
Herbert T. Voye, editor of the 
Campus Law Enforcement Jour- 
nal, said. “There is no question 
that it is more of a problem than 
building takeovers and the like." 

Policemen Disagree 

A sampling- of campus police 
chiefs by the Associated Press 
indicated disagreement on whether 
students or outsiders were respon- 
sible for the upsurge in stealing 
and on how much campus drug 
use contributes to the problem. 
Open campuses, coed dormitories 
and the tendency of students not 
to lock their dormitory doors were 
cited as major causes of the 
thievery. 

There are no national statistics 
on the increase in campus thefts. 
But reports from around the 
country in (Heated the extent of 
the problem: 

• Larcenies have increased 
from 134 in 1969 to 239 so far 
this year at Tufts University in 
Medford, Mass. 

.« Bicycle thefts at Florida 
State University in Tallahassee 
went from 361 in 1968 to 907 last 
year. 

• Personal property worth 
$103,600 was reported stolen in

College officials have responded 
to the plundering in a variety 
of ways.

Ultrasonic alarms have 
been installed in the academic 
buildings at Stanford University. 

Dorms Are Targets 

Thefts from academic b uild ings 
have been a major problem at a 
few schools, but dormitory stu- 
dents have borne the brunt of tbe 
increase in stealing. 

The free access granted every- 
one on open campuses and in 
coed dormitories was cited by 
many campus security chiefs as 
a significant factor in the upsurge 
of thefts. 

"When you have doors open 
around tbe dock, when you have 
men and women living in tbe 
same dorm. It Is no longer easy 
to tell who belongs in there” 
Marvin Herrington, director of 
public safety at Stanford Univer- 
sity. said. “It is a simple thing 
for an outsider to go through 
them now." 

Police officials agreed that the 
unwillingness of students to lock 
dormitory roam doors was another 
important factor. 

“If we could just get the stu- 
dents to lock their doors, it would 
reduce wallet and purse thefts 
practically to zero and cut other 
thefts by 75 percent," Ernest A. 
Costa, campus police chief at 
Brown University in Providence, 
RX, said.

—Premier Fidel Castro of Cuba is 
indicating privately that be is 
ready for a rapprochement with 
the United States whenever Pres- 
ident Nixon Is willing to take the 
first step, according to a report 
in the Wail Street Journal. 

Earlier this year, tbe premier 
said relations between Havana 
and Washington might be pos- 
sible only after Mr. Nixon left 
office. The change in his position 
is reported by & high-ranking 
Latin American visitor to Cuba. 
This man, who spent 10 days 
with Mr. Castro on official busi- 
ness, reports that the pr emi er 
now says that his personal feel- 
lugs about Mr. Nixon would not 
be an issue in re-establishing re- 
lations with tbe United States. 

The apparent reason for the 
reported change is that Premier 
Castro wants to be able to buy 
U.S. agricultural technology to 
improve tbe diet of the Cuban 
people. He probably also wants to 
modernize the sugar industry, 
which is in dismal shape. 

Mr. Castro has expressed a 
willingness to try to stop tbe hi- 
jackings of jetliners to Cuba, but 
publicly he has been say mg that 
such talks should concentrate on 
that issue alone. The official 
Cuban press has dropped hints, 
however, that the hijacking talks 
might lead to broader negotia- 
tions. 

Diplomats in Washington are 
cautious about reports such as 
that brought back by the Latin 
American visitor. These diplomats 
also noted reports yesterday that 
UB. bombers had damaged the 
Cuban Embassy in Hanoi, and 
they said that this incident 
would not help UB.-Cuban rela- 
tions. 

The premier reportedly told his 
visitor, who did not wish to be 
Identified, that the first overtures 
on improving relations would 
have to come from Washington. 
And he was said to have em- 
phasized that any approaches 
would have to be handled so as 
not to offend Cuba's sense of 
dignity as a nation and not 
to make it seem that Cuba was 
begging for UB. assistance. 

In essence. Mr. Castro, who 
came to power in 1959, seems to 
be advocating a pragmatic rela- 
‘ ti on shi p with the United States. 
He wants certain thing s from 
Washington; in return, he is 
willing to drop certain issues. 

Besides being willing to forget 
his persona, animosity toward 
Mr. Nixon. Mr. Castro is said to 
have asserted that it was not of 
any immediate concern to him 
whether the US. Navy continued 
to occupy its base at Guantanamo 
Bay. 

This is believed to be the first 
time he has made any such state- 
ment concerning the US. base in 
Cuba. This would indicate that 


the premier would delay the ques- 
tion of whether Russia should 
be allowed to establish bases in 
Cuba as welL 

Mr. Castro also reportedly 
stated that he considers any re- 
lationship he might develop with 
the United States as a separate 
issue from diplomatic recognition 
by Latin American countries. 

The premier also reportedly 
reiterated that he would not 
rejoin tbe Organization of Amer- 
ican States, which expelled Cuba 
in 1962. But he expressed satis- 
faction with his present relation- 
ship with Latin America. 

This month, Cuba was recog- 
nized by the Caribbean coun- 
tries of Jamaica, Guyana, Barba- 
dos and Trinidad and Tobago. 
Cuba also has friendly relations 
with Panama, and Mexico never 
severed relations.

Mr. Ohira has been the 
chitf architect of Japan's new 
policy of vaaneuver among the 
United States, China and the 
Soviet Union as a new equilib- 
rium of power emerges in Asia.

Dec. 22 ilHTi.— Af- 
ter toeing subjected to two 
stows as bad as "Bunny" at the

The gallery is now the meeting ground of Par 
Eastern art. in the hands of Yvonne Moreau- 
Gobard. and that of the Eastern Mediterranean, 
managed by Jcan-Loup Despras. 

Visually, the effect of the melange of works 
Is lvuaarkablc. As the visitor walks the 
Kalleyy through a glass door, he sees a 5th- 
dj-nasty— about 2300 BC-Egyptian cedar-wood 
f'Sure. no centimeters high. The eyes are out- 
lined by Inlaid copper, now turned green through 
oxidization. It is the kind of wort; that appears 
on tlie market once in a generation. 

A few steps away there are other Egyptian 
objects, but the eye Is also met by an almond 
vase from Sung China and some gray terra-cottas, 
also Chinese. The blend is pleasant. 

A long, narrow corridor, lined with proces- 
sional or temple banners from Tibet and Nepal, 
leads to otter roans. The dull reds and greens 
bo well with the stone and wood sculpture in the 
corridor.

Seymour Kosofsky, Odyssia, 16

Little golden birds, moths, 
lizards and tadpoles at through 
Rosofsky's air-conditioned night- 
mare. Chicago ghettos. Kansas 
and suburban parking lots, are 
rendered with little curling 
strokes and at first sight with 
some of the lighthearted touches 
of a Chagall or Bor link. But most 
of these fantasies are a kind of 
social criticism, which is all the 
more cutting for its brooding 
indirectness. The horror of ossi- 
fied couples aging together in 
proper gardens, united only in 
their hatred and bigotry. Is 
pointed up In one oil by their 
monstrous dog which is rearing 
up behind them. Dolls, maimed 
children, pets, wounded or stunt- 
ed grown-ups all these gaudy 
dreams. Mingling everyday decay 
and family memories, the gen- 
eral symbolism never stoops to ex- 
plicitness in these uneasy riddles 
but points to a hidden moral. 
The 1973 “Seal Pond” and "Al- 
bum” are filled with the most 
haunting .imagery, whDe an older 
“Kansas Eclipse,” set in a golden 
garden, is a truly horrifying 
comment on Americana today. 


The corridor broadens into a square anteroom, 
where business is conducted in the midst of Far 
Eastern pots, and then leads into a large back 
room where space suddenly seems plentiful. Its 
whitewashed walls and gray slate flooring are 
in keeping with the austerity of the works: large 
early Egyptian carvings in limestone and granite, 
Buddhist statues, mostly Khme r and Thai, and 
Hindu fragments.

Jean-Loup Despras was graduated from the 
Ecole du louvre, the art history school where 
museum curators are trained. He belongs to a 
new generation, of French dealers who are charac- 
terized by a high degree of expertise and scholarly 
knowledge in well-defined specialities. He is at 
case deciphering the hieroglyphics on his objects. 

The Far Eastern objects bear the stamp of 
Jean-Claude Moreau-Gobard. He is also a 
graduate of the Ecole du Louvre and studied at 
the French SChool of Oriental Languages. He 
says that he developed his interest in a family- 
run gallery on the Avenue Oeorge-V, which he 
eventually took over in 196L His interest is in 
Southeast Ann seen as an exte n sion of I n d ian 
culture and ranges horn the Himalayas to Indo- 
nesia and Thailand. 


Moreau-Gobard was more outspoken. He said 
that he had advised his wife to share the en- 
larged i premises with Despras, an old friend, be- 
cause tfc is becoming increasingly difficult to find 
good works in his field and that of Despras. 
India fe now virtually closed to dealers. A bfll 
passed an July by the Indian parliament strictly 
forbids ' the selling of antiquities to nonresidents. 
Even moving a piece of sandstone sculpture from 
one town to another within India Is now Illegal 
for foreigners.

Like Despras. Mbreatt-Gobaid is one of the 
experts who appear at the Hfitel Drauot auctions. 
He retired as a dealer last year and It is his 
wife, who worked with him for many years, who 
Is actually hi charge of the Far Eastern section 
of the gallery. 

When asked why he favored the joint venture. 
Despras said that he felt that sculptures "of an 
austere character" from Egypt and the Far East 
or even the Mediterranean would Me nd well. He 
pointed out a splendid Khmer torso of the lith 
century and an Egyptian limestone relief of the 
Middle Kingdom which were, indeed, in harmony. 


China,, once the ideal country for archaeological 
plunder, has now stopped commercial digging. 
Nothing y»fc« beyond its borders. According to 
Mbreau-GBobard, even Indonesia Is keeping a closer 
watch on. pertain thing s. No carvings, he says, 
are allowed to be removed from the Borohudur 
ruins. He says that the other Aslan countries 
win follow suit sooner or later and, while ap- 
proving at the measures, says that they force 
dealers toj look harder for objects of quality. 

Another, reason for sharing premis e s, Moreau- 
Gobard continues, is the reduction of expenses 
for a vastly improved presentation. Finally, he 
■nrf Despras agree that their awareness of often 
selling to “the same buyers convinced them that 
the idea would be well received by collectors. 

This association of two galleries presents yet 
another advantage. Buyers, even dedicated col- 
lectors, have less and less time to browse in 
many shops. The concentration of a great 
number of high-quality objects within a given 
space is ofisen necessary to persuade t hem to 
go to a gallciry. The antique dealers’ fair In Paris 
owes its success precisely to the concentration of 
many objets d*art within a limited space.

Meo*s art Is his grace and his 
quiet discrimination. He chooses 
thrown-away things for their 
evocation and form and guides 
them into unexpected company 
as a poet might use words. None 
of tiie hidden beauty of the use- 
less and the old — stones, buttons, 
shells, plastic toys, canisters — 
escapes Meo’s eye. 

Meo’s way is steady but he is 
always changing. His recent pieces 
have a new. loose, curiously funky 
quality: bird decoys peek from 
behind a French window of the 
gaDery; rows of string flow as if 
they were water held in by a 
belt; a «naii box sprouts bottle 
tops like so many mushrooms: a 
splintered typecase is filled with 
shoe he els which look lifcp- black 
half-moons. All send wordless 
messages. 

Used objects are so loaded with 
allusion and so seductive that 
they are the downfall of many 
who imagine that in using a 
relatively new technique they are 
doing something extreme. In real- 
ity they are concocting agglom- 
erations which look like diaries 
of mad housewives. Few under- 
stand that because of the me- 
dium’s very nature one has to be 
particularly fastidious. 

But Meo’s content, like Schwit- 
ters's. Cornell's and Man Bay’s, 
is pure. The objects have spoken 
to him and he manipulates them 
gently so that they may speak 
to us.

The gas will come from the 
Ekofisk. West Ekofisk. Tor and 
Cod fields in the Norwegian sec- 
tor of the North Sea. 

Price Estimated 

Deliveries are expected to total 
at least 6,000 billion cubic feet 
of gas during the 20-year term 
of the contract. Depending upon 
availability, the total amount of 
gas delivered to these customers 
could reach 7,000 billion cubic 
feet. 

The price was not disclosed, 
but French members of the group 
indicated the contract is valued 
at $3.5 bfillou to $43 billiou. 

Deliveries are expected to begin 
Oct. l, 1975. . through a pipeline 
to be constructed to the coast 
near Em den, Germany.

FCC Withdraivs Objection 
To Comsat-AT&T Satellite 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP- 
DJ),— The Federal Communica- 
tions Commission (FCC» with- 
drew today its earlier objections 
to a joint proposal by American 
Telephone & Telegraph and Com- 
munications Satellite Corp. 
(Comsat) under which Comsat 
would provide domestic satellite 
service solely far AT <fc T. 

The FCC also said it approved 
a separate proposal by Comeat to 
join with Lockheed Aircraft and 
MCI Communications Corp. in a 
Jointly owned satellite system. 

The FCC's action does not 
grant any licenses for a domestic 
satellite system but It removes 
obstacles it set up when It issued 
a domestic satellite policy ruling 
last June. 

The latest action allows AT & 
T, Comsat and various other 
companies to proceed with fili n g 
their domestic satellite applica- 
tions. 

The FCC did reaffirm with 
certain modifications its previous 


restriction against AT & T's 
initial use of satellites for certain 
of Its services competitive with 
those of other communications 
common carriers. Those restric- 
tions essentially would prohibit it 
from offering most of its private 
line communications services for 
a certain period. That restric- 
tion would terminate upon the 
expiration of a three-year period 
after the co mm encement of 
domestic satellite services by 
at & T. 

However, the commission said 
that removal of the limitation 
will depend upon whether AT 
& T has divested itself of its 29 
percent stock ownership in 
Comsat or whether the FCC has 
approved a n acceptable d i - 
vestiture plan.

European Rate Hikes 
Worry Some in U.S. 

NEW YORK. Dec. 22 « AP-DJ). —There is a 
darker side to the impact Europe's inflation may 
have cm the U3. stock market. 

The bright side has been widely noted. With 
the UJS. economy relatively inflation-free, foreign 
funds are moving Increasingly into the U.S. mar- 
ket. Alan Greenspan, president of Townsend 
Greenspan, a New York economic research firm, 
estimates that foreign purchaser of U.S. stocks 
may exceed sales by S3 billion next year, nearly 
double the estimated 1972 figure. 

The darker side of the story has received little 
attention. It is the worry that steps being taken 
In Europe to combat Inflation may eventually 
crimp business expansion — and stock market 
gains— in the United States. 

Some analysts are beginning to worry. Tor one 
thing, about the ultimate effect here of rising 
Interest rates in Europe. 

Impact of Jlfeher Rates 
Among the worriers is John Wluthrop Wright, 
president of Wright investors Service, a Connec- 
ticut investment management firm. If the Fed- 
eral Reserve "views the return to higher Interest 
rates abroad as a signal to be foil owed -here.” he 
warns, "the results will be seriously disadvanta- 
geous to the U.S. economic recovery.” 

m the past, one analyst says, the Fed has 
usually "felt compelled to follow suit” when rates 
abroad hare been increased, on the ground that 
"higher interest rates abroad would intensify the 
D.S. adverse balance of international payments.” 
In the present situation, however, he bolds out 
a hope that the Fed may depart from part be- 
havior. with inflation so much more severe in 
Europe than here, he reasons, the Fed may feel 
less need to follow the European lead. 

In addition to the worry about interest rates, 
some analysts tear that turning a good profit 
could grow much harder In Europe. Besides re- 
sorting to higher rates. It is noted. European 
policy makers are taking other steps that should 
tend to squeeze corporate earnings. A decade 
ago. such a development would have held rela- 
tively little significance for many U.S. companies. 
But now. observers note, the UJS. corporate stake 
in Europe is vastly larger. 

Earnings in Europe Soar 
Since 1964. Commerce Department figures show, 
UJS. corporate earnings in Western Europe have 
soared some 150 percent to nearly S3 billion, ter 



outpacing the overall U.S. profit climb of roughly 
one-third. Some major concerns' European stake, 
of course, is well above average. A partial list 
o( such companies was recently compiled by a 
New York securities firm. 

In includes many of the most respected stocks 
on Wall Street: General Motors. Ford. Goodyear. 
Firestone. Pfizer. Johnson & Johnson. Squibb, 
international Business Machines. Eastman Kodak. 
Gillette, Avan, Coca-Cola. Minnesota Mining, In- 
ternational Harvester and Caterpillar. 

Economic developments abroad, and particu- 
larly in Europe, have become "critically Important 
to the financial viability” of many major D3. 
corporations, warns Mr. Greenspan, adding that 
“we’re in the process oi seeing some major strains 
develop” that could eventually hurt such compa- 
nies. A. Gary Shilling, first vice-president of 
White. Weld & Co., agrees. “The potential for 
earn In gs growth has switched dramatically from 
Western Europe to the UA.” h? says, "and this 
switch has particular significance for those Amer- 
ican companies heavily engaged In European 
operations.” 

Effect on Dollar Feared 

The sort of action that causes concern among 
analysts, for example. Is the increasing use of 
controls. Britain, France, the Netherlands and 
Switzerland are among countries that have 
moved in the direction of more economic controls, 
which. It Is believed, will inevitably tend to hold 
down corporate profits. 

If Europe's efforts to curb Inflation eventually 
succeed, some analysts forecast, the dollar could 
again vmie under heavy selling pressure in for- 
eign exchange markets. In such a situation, it Is 
feared. US. policy. makers would be Increasingly 
likely to apply economic restraints that would 
tend to depress profits. 


U.K. Lifts Bank Rate to 9%-a 60-Year High

LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP).— The 
Bank of England raised Its mini- 
mum lending rate today to 9 per- 
cent. Its highest level since the 
outbreak of World War I over 
half a century ago. 

The move was designed ulti- 
mately to help curb inflation, now 
running at one of the highest 
levels in Western Europe, nearly 
10 percent a year. 

Eventually, today's increase of 
one percentage point in the Bank 
of England’s minimum lending 
rate could make all mortgages, 
business and personal loans in 
this country more expensive- 

Third In One Month 

It was the third time this month 
that the bank raised its minimum 
lending rate. 

At 9 percent, the rate is higher 
than at any time since 1914, when 
it stood at 10 percent. 

The increase followed only by 
one day a new credit squeeze or- 
dered by the Bank of England. 
It told commercial banks and 
finance houses yesterday to turn 
over to it another 2 percent of 
all money deposited with them— 
an estimated £440 million. . 

The credit squeeze Is designed 
to slow the increase In the amount 
of money in the hands of the 
spending public. During the post 
three months the money supply 
has been rising at a rate of 203 
percent — a major cause of infla- 
tionary pressure. The rise in the 
lending rate Is another way to 
reduce the money supply. 

. Until October, the bank's mini- 
mum lending rate was called the 
bank rate. The decision to move 
it up or down was a political one, 
reflecting a change In govern- 
ment economic policy. In October, 
however, the government changed 
the system to a more flexible one. 

Since then the bank has set 
its own minimum lending rate 
on the basis of Interest rates 
during the week on government 
Treasury bills. The bank an- 
nounces the minimum lending 


rate each Friday and it can 
change from week to week. 

The continued shift to higher 
interest rates is in line with the 
International pattern. It also 
comes as Britain's economy is ex- 
panding at an annual rate of 
about 5 percent a year and when 
the total of jobless had taken its 
biggest single-month fall for 30 
years— down to 744376 persons. At 
the start of the year the unem- 
ployment total had consistently 


topped the one million mark for 
several months. 

An increase in the bank rale 
had been expected by the banking 
community, but not a leap of this 
size. Previous increases were limit- 
ed to one-quarter of a percentage 
point However, the government, 
now in the middle of a pay and 
price freeze, is anxious to restrain 
any excess spending which could 
jeopardize its anti-inflation cam- 
paign. 


2 in U.S. Raise Prime Rate 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AF>.— 
First National City Bank and 
Mellon Bank of Pittsburgh raised 
their prime lending rates today 
to 6 percent, in the face of the 
Nixon administration’s campaign 
to keep down bank interest rates. 

Citibank, which earlier modi- 
fied its floating prime rate formu- 
la to appease the administration, 
said the boost from 5 3/4 percent 
will take effect Monday, the same 
day Mellon Increases its rate 
from 5 7/8 percent. 

Mellon had said last month It 
would suspend its floating formu- 
la if and when it pushed the 
rate over 6 percent. Bank chair- 
man John A. Mayer announced 
today that since the formula 
would have exceeded that figure, 
it was being suspended “until 
conditions warrant Its re-estab- 
lishment. ” 

Yesterday, New York’s Irving 
Trust announced it was tempo- 
rarily changing the method used 
in calculating Its prime, or mini- 
mum. interest rate on corporate 
loans. The immediate effect will 
be to forestall a boost to 6 from 
5 3/4 percent. 

That change In computing the 
formula was seen as a temporary 
victory in the administration's 
"jawbone" campaign to keep the 
lid on interest rates. 

Government spokesmen have 
been complaining In recent 
months that hikes in the prime 
rate by a few large banks have 


been jeopardizing the program of 
wage and price controls. 

In Washington. House Banking 
Committee Chairman Wright Pat- 
man, D., Texas, called on Presi- 
dent Nixon to clamp controls on 
interest rates “imediately to pre- 
vent a general rise in interest 
rates-” 

The increase Is no surprise ns 
short-term interest rates moved 
up sharply this week. Bankers 
report that the Federal Reserve 
System itself was coming under 
Increasing market pressure to 
increase its own discount rate, at 
which it lends to its member 
banks. It bas been at 4 1 3 per- 
cent since last December. 

The unanswered question in 
the money markets now Is 
whether the rise at Citibank and 
Mellon will trigger a general 
rate increase throughout the 
Industry.

Stock Index in Tokyo Breaks 5,000-Barrier 
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TOKYO. Dec. 22 i AP-DJ).— Japan's 225- 
sli are stock price index gathered steam 
and leapt across the somewhat astronom- 
ical level of 6.000 this morning, confirming 
a number of predictions tln.t the mark 
would be achieved before the end of the 
year. 

Tlfa Index, at a record 5.02534, is nearly 
double the year's low of 2,712.31 ret Jan. 6. 

While the Dow Jones average In New 
York had several times over the years 
made pttempts to close at the 1.000 level, 
and only recently achieved it. tbe 5,000 
mark here was just another number and 
not a point of resistance. 

There are some similarities between the 
Dow Jones industrial index and the 225- 
share index. Tbe first is the name. The 
225-share index Is known here as the “Dow 
Jones index" although Dow Jones & Co. of 
New York has never had any connection 
with It. * 

The stems from the fact that the 

method of compiling the 225-share index is 
similar to the method used for the Dow 
Jones index fa straight arithmetical aver- 
age of the sum of the closing prices of one 
share of each company fisted as part of 
tbe Index). 

Another similarity between the 225-share 
index and the Dow Janes Industrial index 
is the contr o versy that surrounds them. 
Complaints are frequently heard in both 


countries that these indexes, both of which 
are composed of only a limited number ol 
listed shares, do not reflect overall market 
trends as accurately as more broadly-based 
Indicators. 

People also complain Chat these indexes 
are p b ychol offically misleading as their 
high absolute values and relatively large 
rates of fluctuation tend to over -dramatize 
share price movements. 

This criticism here lias been extremely 
strong at various times as the 225-share 
Index occasionally puts on some spectac- 
ular performances. It has fallen over 100 
points in a single day on several occasions 
recently as a result of various currency 
crises. 

Under prompting from government au- 
thorities, the exchange, which was respon- 
sible for calculating the 225-share index, 
started another index on Jan. 4, 1968. 
Called the stock exchange Index, it mea- 
sures the average worth of all the out- 
standing chares belonging to companies 
listed on the first, or primary, section of 
the exchange. 

Zh late 2971, the exchange dropped the 
225-share index, retaining its broadly-based 
indicator, which, at that time was hovering 
around the 380 level. This Index closed 
today at 381.13. up 43. The SSS^share In- 
dex’s gain was 60.49. 

When the exchange abandoned its old 
gauge, it was picked up by a subsidiary of 


Japan's leading economic daily newspaper 
which sends out readings, and the invest- 
ment community continues to watch them 
with lively interest. A technical analyst 
at Dalwa Securities ascribed this phenom- 
enon mainly to force ot habit. People are 
gradually adjusting to the new index, but 
it takes time to change, he commented. 

Tbe 225-share index was originally com- 
posed of stocks selected as being those 
most representative of the structure or 
Japanese industry. As this structure has 
evolved, changes have beeu made. The 
shares of companies such as Sony, which 
were unknown when the Index was started, 
now figure prominently in it. 

Some analysts contend these shares fig- 
ure too prominently. For instance, if the 
price of Sony rises 225 yen in one day, 
which Is not unusual (It rose 360 yen today 
to close at 4,360 > and all of the other stocks 
in the index remain unchanged, the value 
of tbe 225-share index would Jump 16.42 
points. 

In contrast, if Nippon Steel's widely-held 
shares had snored the same percentage 
gain, they would have risen 10 yen, and 
would have pushed the 225-share index up 
only 0.7. 

The new index, which takes Into consid- 
eration the number of shares a company 
has outstanding, eliminates such seeming 
anomalies.

Revision by NFL Gives 
Morris 1,000 on Ground 

vrfA-vrr Dec. 32 CUPI>.— Without gaining another inch. 
Eugene (Mercury ■ Morris yesterday became the second man 
in the undefeated Miami Dolphins’ backfield to reach L000 
yards rushing for the regular season. 

A spokesman for the Dolphins said the National Football 
League commissioner's office had awarded Morris 9 more yards, 
mflHn C his season total exactly 1,000. Miami became the 
first team in NFL history to have two 1.000-yard runners in one 
season. Larry Osonfca, the fullback, gained 1.117 yards rushing. 

The 9 yards also were added to the Dolphins’ season rush- 
ing mar k that eclipsed a team record of 2.B35 yards set by 
the Detroit Lions in 1936. The record established by Miami 
now stands at 2,960 yards. 

Disputed Play 

The 9 yards for Morris came on a disputed play late in 
the second period when the Dolphins were playing the Buffalo 
wins here Oct. 22. Miami’s quarterback. Earl Morrall, lobbad 
a pass toward Morris behind the line of scrimmage. The throw 
was tipped and a Buffalo player fell on the balL Morris 
never got possession. 

Miami claimed the ball was an Incomplete forward pass, 
but officials ruled that it was a lateral and awarded the ball 
to Buffalo. Morris was charged with a 9-yard loss on a 
rushing attempt. 

“We have been Informed by the commissioner's office, 
which reviewed films and statistics of the game, that the 
play was incorrectly scored.” said a Dolphin spokesman “The 
commissioner's office has ruled that the lost yardage should 
have been charged to Morrall as fumble yardage and not 
charged to Morris.” 


Another Comforting Sign From Washington
